You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 

Ist. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes and other necessary Town Officers 
and Agents for the year ensuing. 

2nd. ‘To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen, Agents and Committees or other officers heretofore 
chosen or appointed and to pass any vote relating thereto. 
3rd. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of schools, for laying out and repairing highways 
aud bridges and other necessary charges arising in said town. 

4th. To choose one Trustee for the public library for three 
years. 

5th. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure state aid for’ the per- 
manent improvement of highways, under the law passed at. the 
January session, 1905. 

6th. ‘Io see what action the town will take in regard to the 
appropriation of money for the extermination of the Brown-tail 
moth and other insect pests, dccording to Chapter 18, Laws of 


1905. 
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7th. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of eleven dollars for a street light to be located on the Hooksett 
road, near Morrill Place. | 

8th. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard to fire 
protection and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount and 
how much, upon taxes paid on or before a certain date, the date 
to be decided upon. 

10th. To see if the town will vote to enforce the ‘ten per 
cent. interest on taxes not paid on or before Dec. 1, each year. 

1ith. To see if the town will receive bids for the collection 
of its taxes, and to award the contract for collection to the lowest 
responsible bidder. 

12th. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the purchase of additional land for lots in the Head 
cemetery.

Report of Board of Education 


Zo the Voters of the School District of Hooksett: 


Your Board of Education respectfully submits the following 
report: 

Resignations and illness have caused several changes in the 
staff of teachers at different times during the year. 

No. 1. Anna E. Stevens taught the entire year. 

No. 2. Winnie EK. Davis taught spring term. Miss Davis 
~and Leona M. Worthley each taught part of the fall term. Miss 
Davis and Miss Worthley each taught several weeks and Edith 
M. Webster the last four weeks of winter term. 

No. 3. Marion Cutler taught spring term and Bernice C. 
Phelps fall and winter terms. 

No. 4. Jennie E. Grundy taught spring term. Jennette 
Bartlett and Eva Larivee each taught part of fall term. Nellie 
A. Bunton taught winter term. 

No. 5. Lillian M. Reed taught spring and fall terms. 
Nettie J. Megrath winter term. 

No. 6. A.M. Olmsted taught grammar school the entire 
year. Jennie B. Abbott taught primary school the entire year. 

No: 7. Mary Togus taught spring term. Ethel E. Par- 
menter fall and winter terms. 

No. 8. Florence A. Wilcox taught spring term. Mary 
Togus fall and winter terms. 


Remarks 


Immediately after the school meeting held March 17th, 
1906, organization of the board was effected by choice of George 
Keating as chairman and Samuel Head as secretary. 

. It has been necessary to purchase very few books during the 
year, and only one change of text books has been made. In 
school No. 6 Harrington’s Spelling book has been superseded in

both grammar and primary departments by the ‘“ Quincy Word 
List,’’ and as new spelling books are required in the other schools 
the new book will be furnished. 

On account of the crowded condition of school No. 4, located 
in South Hooksett, complaint has several times been made to 
members of the school board by residents of that section of the 
town, because several children boarding at the home of Mr. 
Perkins, and in the opinion of each complainant, not residents 
of Hooksett, attend that school, taking part of the time and at- 
tention of the teacher, that in their opinion should be given to 
children whose parents reside in the district. Not long since, 
children sent by charitable organizations in Massachusetts to a 
New Hampshire town were compelled by the school. board of 
that town to discontinue attendance at school upon grounds 
somewhat similar to those taken by several parties in this matter. 
Being aware that the position taken by the school board in that 
town was not sustained and that they were obliged to permit 
those children to return to school, we determined to take no 
hasty action in the matter. The board called upon Mr. H. C. 
Morrison, State Superintendent of Public Instruction, to furnish 
advice. He declined to advise positively without making a per- 
sonal investigation, simply stating that the general rule in such 
cases is to consider children boarding in a town bona fide resi- 
dents of the place and entitled to school privileges there, unless 
‘they are boarding in the town for the sole purpose of obtaining 
their education, in that way, perpetrating fraud. Early in Feb- 
ruary Mr. Morrison accompanied by the members of the board 
visited school No. 4 and personally investigated the csse of each 
child. The following copy of letter from him is self explanatory : 

NEW HAMPSHIRE DEPARTMENT OF INSTRUCTION, 
CONCORD. 


Feb. 13, 1907. 
George Keating, 


Chairman of School Board, 
Hooksett, N. H. 
My dear Sir: | 
In response to the request of your school board I 
visited your South school and investigated the condi- 
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tions growing out of the attendance of children who are 
boarding with Mr. Perkins. It appears that these chil- 
dren are living in your district for reasons in no sense 
connected with the schools. In other words they are 
bona fide inhabitants of the town. They unquestiona- 
bly have the same right to attend school as do other 
children. The courts have held that children must be 
presumed to have the right to school privileges in the 
district of which they are for the time being inhabitants, 
unless it can be shown that their presence in the district 
is willfuly for the purpose of practicing fraud upon the 
schools.

Mr. Morrison favored the children by délivering to them a 
brief but decidedly, interesting and instructive address, and after 
leaving the school room pleased the members of the board by 
speaking 1n complimentary terms of the advanced methods of 
the teacher, a normal graduate, class of 1903, whose work he 
had for a time closely watched. 

This school district never having adopted a truancy by-law 
Mr. Morrison sent to the board for insertion as an article in the 
warrant a copy of the by-law drawn up for the use of school dis- 
tricts by the Attorney-General of the State. See Article 7 in 
warrant. 

South Hooksett is the part of the town growing most rapid- 
ly and it will not be a very long time before the increased popu- 
lation will necessitate increased school facilities. Building an 
addition to school No. 4, as has been suggested, will without 
doubt prove to be what is termed a ‘‘temporary makeshift.’’ 
Sooner or later it will be necessary to erect a school building in 
some good central location to be occupied as a grammar school. 
“The present school buildings can then be occupied as primary 
schools. ‘This arrangement would permit several South Hook- 
sett schools to be made graded schools. Such an arrangement 
would add to the inducements for people residing in cities to 
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build homes in that vicinity, and would occasion more rapid 
_growth, excellent schools being one of the best inducements a 
town can offer. 

November 26th, 1906, Daniel Cronin, a resident of South 
Hooksett, petitioned the selectmen of Hooksett and the mayor 
and city council of Manchester for transfer of his property to the 
city of Manchester for taxation for school purposes only. He 
had two children attending school No. 4, and one of them being 
in such state of health that it was not advisable for her to take, 
each day, such a long walk as is necessary in going between her 
home and the school, the petition was granted, and transfer was 
made in accordance with provisions of chapter 72, session laws 
of 1893. 

Within a few days after the recent terrible disaster by earth- 
quake and fire inthe city of San Francisco, the Boston American 
communicated with Secretary Samuel Head in relation to the 
matter of securing contributions from school children toward 
erection of a school building in the stricken city. The matter 
was promptly attended to and the sum of eight dollars and forty- 
five cents contributed by the children was forwarded by Mr. Head 
to the’proper authorities. 

One may occasionally hear comment made upon the fact 
that some of the graduates of our grammar school fail to gain 
admission to the Manchester high school. Citizens of the dis- 
trict should bear in mind the fact that the school year in 
Manchester is 38 weeks in length, while our schools have only 
33 weeks in each year. During the four years’ grammar school 
course in Hooksett the pupils attend school 132 weeks. Pupils 
in Manchester taking. same course attend school 152 weeks, 5 
weeks longer each year, a total of 20 weeks more for the course. 
Though some of our children accomplish the 152 weeks’ work in 
132 weeks, people ought not to express wonder that some do not 
gain admission, but instead should wonder that any succeed. 
City children who have all their school lives had the benefit of 5 
weeks more training each year have an advantage over our chil- 
dren. ‘The six weeks of vacation in February and March is cer- 
tainly a most unprofitable period of time for Hooksett children. 
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They are of course tired and need rest in February, but three 
weeks’ time is sufficient in which to recuperate. There is cer- 
tainly no time in the year when better work could be done in 
the schools, because of there being at that time of year the least 
number of outside attractions. 

It is pleasing to members of the school board, as it must be 
to the children and their parents, to note the continuance of the 
friendly interest of our citizens in the public schools. The 
teachers’ registers show number of visitors to all the schools 
during the year to have been 460. During same period members 
_of the board visited schools 154 times, making a total of 614 
visits. 

During the year fourteen employment certificates were is- 
sued to children whose parents wished them to go to work after 
reaching the age of 14 years and complying with the require” 
ments of chapter 93, section 11, as amended by chapter 61, ses- 
sion laws of 1901. 


During the year a regular meeting of the board has been 
held at 8 o'clock the last Thursday evening of each month and 
several special meetings have been held when it has been deemed 
necessary.
